Committee last evening, when Mr, Jfondorson made important rosorva- 
tions as rogarda the use of the Britlsh Fleet, which he declared must 
retain entire Iberty of action, He said the British’ Government 
was.of the opinion that it was inconceivable that the British Empiro 
would make war against the Covenant or against the Profocol; 

thorefore, he only onvisaged the caso wherein Britain would bo 
engaged In warlike oporationa on behalf of the Covenant with the 
approval. of the League. The Government was sure that in such 
cose it would be necessary and desirable, In the goneral interest as 
woll as in Britain's particular interest, that the British floct should 
be ablo to oporate with the freedom that ‘might be required to 
secure mapid success and termination of sanctions. Thorofore, :ho 
proposed a resorvation that diaputes arlaing out of warlike operations 

ndertaken by tho British Empire In support of the Ldaguo should 
not bo referred to the Permanent Court for settlement. The reacrvas 
tlon did not appear to Hmit in any way tho value of what tho League 
was doing.’ Nobody desired the Permanent Court to begome a body 
controlling military oporations.”. Therefore they believed’ in safe- 
guarding the liborty’ of action of the British ficot, which above all 
must bo safeguarded. They were not acting contrary to the general 
Interests of the nations of the world. ° 

M. Benes, reporting on the discussions of the - sub-committes,
